POSTAL TELEGRAPHS 


One does not have to be a public 
ownership enthusiast to agree 
with 
Postmaster-General 
Hitchcock's 
re­ 
commendation for the national opera­ 
tion of the telegraph service, 
it 
is 
like the municipal ownership of water 
supply—a thing to be agreed to even 
by those who believe in Hie public 
ownership of nothing else. 


I’hc nationalization of the telegraph 
service is almost as universal as 
the 
municipalization of the water works. 
Almost every civilized nation except 
our own now runs its own telegraphs, 
as a part of the mail system. 
The 
purpose of the telegraph is precisely 
analogous to that of the mail. 
And 
the carrying of mails is recognized as 
a public 
function 
everywhere. 
Why 
not expand the service, on the one 
side to carry bigger tilings, and 
on 
tile other side to send swifter tilings. 
The other nations have both the par­ 
cels post and the postal telegraph. 
A 
mail system is not complete without 
hot Ii. We have turned over to private 
corporations two-thirds of the func­ 
tions of the mail service. 
It is high 
time we restored the whole of it. 


The matter has been discussed ami 
advocated, even by conservatives, for 
twenty-five years. Lack of money and 
respect for vested interests have ob­ 
structed its consummation. The money 
can be had now, and the property it­ 
self could he made to pay 
off 
the 
bonds. 
Vested interests 
could 
and 
would he compensated, and we should 
have a universal telegraph service, go­ 
ing wherever the mail goes. 
It is an 
improvement at least fully due. It is 
good to know that it is in a fair way 
to realization.—Fresno Republican.

Horticultural Commissioner.— Tty or­ 
der of the foreman of the grand jury 
the com m ittee on cities exam ined the 
books of the horticultural com m ission­ 
er.
